Arctic ocean. I: is dated Ounalasiia, 
Alaska, September 17, and gives de- 
taile about the visited and 
services performed during his two and 
a half months cymise, Oape Prince of 
Wales was reached July 7th, and it 
was then found impossible, on ac- 
count of ice, to proceed further north 
and it was determined instead, to 
gather information regarding the in- 
troduction into Alaska of ‘amerindeer 
procured from the Siberian coast. The 
Bear entered the Aretic and. at 
bey Hope Jaly ch. Point Belcher 
found thé ice pack was solid to the 
north and east along the shore with 
no sigas of moving, and it was found 
impossible to reach Poipt “Barrow re- 
lief station to deliver coal and provis- 
ions brought from San Francisco. 
Word was received from the superin- 
tendent saying they have coal and 
other supplies sufficient to carry them 
comfortably through another year. 
The Bear proceeded south August 
23d going to the Arctic Siberian coast 
and parchased eight reindeer. King’s 
Island was visited on the 30th, on 
which there is a village of 200 matives. 
They found them short of provisions 
owing toa bad hunting and fishing 
season, and in actual danger of star- 
vation. Enough food was left with 
the islanders to bridge them over till 
sealing begins. Captain Healey called 


prohibiting the sale of breech-loading 
arms to natives of Arctic Alaska, es- 
pecially as their ives depend om their 
success in hunting. White men made 
the seal and walrus so shy the spears 
of the natives are no longer of any 
use. In closing his report Captain 
Healy says: During the eruise much 
information was gained concerning the 
reindeer and the matter of the intro- 
duction of the animals into Alaska has 
taken such hold upon both natives and 
whites that it is now the most im- 
portant question before the country. 
Deer seem to be the solution to three 
vital questions of exiatence in that 
country, viz.: food, clothing and 
transportation, and I believe that 
under the care and attention of white 
men the usefulness of the animal will 
be immensely improved over what it 
is now in Siberia.

SELIGMAN’S START. 


At a Banquet the Great Banker 
Tells of it. 

About one hundred and seventy-five 
Hebrews of New York gave a farewell 
banquet to Jesse Seligman on the 
evening of October ist at Delmonico’s. 
Mr. Seligman left next day for Ea- 
rope. In his speech was a record of 


his fifty years in America. Following 
his three elder brothers, he left his 
Bavarian home and came to New York 
in 1841. He joined his brothers in 
Lancaster, Penn. where he learned to 
speak English. The brothers went tc 
Mobile, but as that city was too large 
for their small capital, they finally 
moved to Selma, ey Were peddlers 
and carried theirown packs. Jesse 
was prosperons, and when only fifteen 
years old he owned his own store and 
employed clerks. The California 
fever of 1849 came over him, and he 
took a supply of goods by way of Pan- 
ama to San Francisco. He started a 
flourishing business, and soon after a 
great fire swept away nearly every 
store except hisown.

Wuereas, it is essential for the 
purpose of economizing the water of 
any irrigation district that may be 
formed, that all private rights to the 
use of the water shall be extinguished 
aod that all the water of a given 
stream shall be owned and controlled 
by a district, as a municipal corpora- 
tion, and distributed among the irri- 
gators by persons elected by the peo- 
ple of the district ; and 

Wuereas, the irrigation laws of the 
last session of the Ligislature provides 
for the purchase or condemnation of 
all water rights and other property 
necessary for the use of the district 
with the proviso that existing water 
rights shall not be acquired by con-} 
demnation ; and 

Wuereas, There are | 
of water rights held by 
parties in every district which can 
formed in the State; and 

Wuereas, It is necessary, in order 
to put the irrigation law of the last 
session in full operation, that owners 
of water rights shall voluntarily sell 
the same to the district, to avoid the 
delay of further legislation providing 
for condemnation ; wherefore, 

Resolved, That a committee of 
three be appointed of persons owning 
water rights on each of the following 
rivers, namely: the Carson, the 
Truckee, the Walker and the Hum- 
boldt, to consult the owners of water 
rights on said rivers and ascertain if 
they will sell such water rights to the 
district for reasonable compensation, 
and take water from the corporation 
upon such terms and conditions as 
may be prescribed for other land 
holders in the district. But the ap- 
pointment of such committee need 
not interfere with the organization of 
districts. On the contrary it is desir- 
able, in the opinion of this convention, 
that district corporations should be 
formed, having the power conferred 
by statute to condemn such property 
as the law authorizes, and to acquire 
by purchase existing water rights. 

Lieutenant Governor Pou jade caused 
a lull in the proceedings by the intro- 
duction of the following resolution 
which was finally adopted : 

Resolved, That the delegates to the 
Trans-Mississippi Congress be iu- 
structed to ask that body to demand 
that the new appointees on the Board 
of Interstate Commerce Commission- 
ers will be representative men of the 
Central and Western States. who will 
enforce and not suspend the vital pro- 
visions of the Interstate Commerce 
aw. 

The convention made a special re- 
quest of General R. M. Clarke to at- 
tend the Omaha Convention on the 
15th as a representative from Nevada. 
Several other gentlemen were asked 
to go, but it was finally leit to the 
Governor to. appoint five gentlemen 
who should signify a desire to attend. 
After a vote of thanks to the officers 
of the convention and the citizens of 
Carson generally the convention ad- 
joarned without date.

BEET SUGAR FACTORY. 


Tue el Fast New Grinding Up 
the Home Preduct. 

The Lehi sugar factory commenced 
operations on last Thursday, and the 
following is taken from the account 
in the Salt Lake Tribune, showing 
the great extent of the plant: 

The main factory building is 84x180 
feet, with a 40x180 feet annex three 
stories high, though the floors are cut 
up so that three windows high would 
be a more appropriate term of meas- 
urement. The ground floor is con- 
crete, and the general arrangement 
of the machiaery ts economical in the 


highest dagree, showing a knowledge 
on the part of the management that 
could only have been gained through 
ao extended and valuable experience. 
Any man with half an eye to the 
proper and economical disposition of 
machinery can see at a glance that 
the mind that set up that sugar plant 


be | Was a trained and experienced one. 


The capacity of the works is 350 tons 
daily of beets, which turn out thirty- 
five or forty tons of sugar. 

Returning to the yard again, one 
sees two huge silo vats, each 900 feet 
ong, 20 feet wide at the bottom. 
These are to hold the refuse pulp from 
the diffusers, and which is sold to fat- 
ten stock on. It is said beef thus fat- 
tened is wonderfully sweet and tender.

SIX ARTESIAN WELLS 

From 50 to 150 feet deep, yielding 
about fifty gallons per minute at pres- 
ent, through two-inch piping, the pur- 
est of water. It will do to say here 


that sugar beets are not good to ea: 
because of the vegetable salts con- 
tained in them besides sugar. The 
Tribune reporter tasted some of the 
juicé and bis stomach rebelled in short 
order. A sickish sweet taste was left 
in the mouth. Large beets are no 
good, as they contain only 3 per cent 
bap wed go then much depends on 
the shape of a beet. The more sym- 
m the beet the better its saccha- 
rine qualities. 

The power plant ls complete. There 
are ten boilers 16 feet by 60 inches, of 
90-horse power each. There are three 
engines, the largest being a compound 
150-175 horse power Corliss. with tan- 
dem cylinders, 12x36 and 22x36 inches 
respectively. The second engine, 8x 
12 inches cylinder, drives two dyna- 
mos which light 240 incandescent 
lamps. There are twenty Blake 
pumps, the largest being a compound 
duplex of 1, gallons per minute 
capacity.

The Patient Ohinee, 

A wonderful example ef patience in 
the Chinee is afforded by a consular re- 
port dealing with the manufacture of 
salt in central China. Holes about six 
inches in diameter are bored in the 
rock by means of a primitive form of 
iron drill, and sometimes a period of 
forty years elapses before the covered 
brine is reached, so that the..work is 
carried on from one yencration to an- 
other. During this time the boring. as 
may be imagined, goes down to an im- 
mense depth. When brine is found it 
is drawn up in bam boo tubes by à rope 
working over a large drum turned’: by 
bullocks. The brine is evaporated in 
iron caldrons, the heat being supplied 
by natural gas, which is generally 
found in the vicinity of the salt wells. 


Found in a Tree. 

A curiosity was lately discovered at 
Sewickley station, onthe Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad, in the shape of an iron 
chain imbedded in the body of a big 
Sycamore tree. The chain had been 
originally used for tying up a skiff. It 
was evidently placed there a number of 
years ago, and the bark on the oppo- 
site side from the river cut to hold it in 
position. Both the bark and wood have 
long since grown over it, and the chain 
now passes completely through the 
trupk, nine inches from the surface. It 
is held as firmly as a rock.
